The small fire department was unable 
to cope with the flames. Assistance was 
— telegraphed for to Law- 
rence, Newburyport, Lowell and other 
towns. The town at this hour, 1:30 a. 
M., seems all ablaze, and the business 
— will undoubtedly be destroyed.

The Council, now that the question 
of. water rates is up for consideration, 
has an opportunity to distinguish iteclf 


and do the community a most signal | 


service. The Councll stands be- 
tween a corporation and the entire peo- 
ple, every one of whom has a vital in- 
torest in the question at issue. It is 
most eariestly to be hoped that it 
will as one man act in the interest of 
the people and secure for them 
a supply of water equal to all 
wants for the lowest possible price.

But 
ifthe Council can possibly. devise a 
way to procure water at a lower rate 
than it is at present furnished, it is its 
duty to do it.

THE PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS. 
The whole civilized ‘world has been 


of late at the revolting cruelties perpe- 
itratoll upon the Jewish inhabitants of 
Russia and Poland. The particulars 
would fill a good sized volume and 


present sickening details unfit for pub- 


.| lication. It is not necessary, however, 


to furnish but a mere outline of the 
facts to convince everyone that the 
most diabolical outrages have been 
committed without cause on an inoffen- 


sive and. industrious ple. The 
Hebrew population of Poland, and the 
sixteen southern and western provinces 
of Russia, (where they are allowed by 
the Government to reside) is estimated 
to be at least three millions. The first 
indication of a coming persecution 
commenced in April of last year. In 
Elizabethgraad atrocities were com- 
mitted too revolting for publication, 
whereby three women, two of them 
young maidens, were outraged and then 
murdered. In May the cruelties steadily 
increased and extended into other prov- 
inces. In Spiels six persons were mur- 
dered and eight mortally wounded. In 
Kieff two thousand Jewish residences 
were destroyed, and nineteen persons 
butchered, fifteen of the number 
women, who. were brutally outraged 
beforehand. The cruelties continued 
to increase in number, and 1n extent of 
territory, the shedding of blood whet- 
ting the ferocity of the merciless per- 
sccutors. It soon spread to Berezowk, 
Wasselkow, and Alexandrowsk, where 
the property of every Jew was de- 
stroyed and many murders committed. 
In Odessa the cruelties perpetrated 
were horrible, and property valued at 
over $2,500,000 was annihilated. In 
Saratow thirty Israclites fell victims to 
the mad fury of the = a Such 
was the record for May! June and 
July were still worse. 
part of June fifteen towns were com- 
pletely destroyed by fire, and the 
Hebrew population driven away home- 
less. July 3, in a town called Minsk 
the property of six thousand Jews was 
destroyed. The same day in another 
town called Koretz five thousand peo- 
ple were made homeless by the burning 
of their homes, and thirty persons 
ruthlesely murdered! In a town called 
Pereslow hundreds were severely in- 
jured and many killed. Thé August 
record shows that in Jagaray the homes 
of two hundred and thirteen Israelites 
were totally destroyed and the Govern- 


By the end of September, in five months 
time, forty-one towns had been destroy- 
ed. Ona bitter cold night in October 
nine hundred families were driven-from 
their homes in Oriel without warning. 
A lull occurred in November and 
December, but it was merely the calm 
before a raging storm. The persecu- 
tion broke out with renewed vigor and 
increased fury the last week of the old 
year, this time in Warsaw, the metrop- 
olis of Poland. On a fearfully cold 
night, in midwinter, such a winter as 
is experienced in Minnesota or Canada, 
over two thousand people at the lowest 
estimate some reports state six thous- 
and—Jews, were driven trom their 
comfortable homes into the dark, bleak 
night, and their property destroyed! 
Such is a mere outline of atrocities 
committed in a civilized country,whose 
government, by the way, could not 
tolerate the cruelties perpetrated by the 
Turks upon the Bulgarians afew years 
since. ell can it be remarked, there- 
fore, physician heal thyself. Dr. Her- 
man Adler, the most.eminent Hebrew 
Rabbi in London has recently written 
an able article in one of the English 

riodicals, exonerating the Jews of 

ssia and Poland from the stigma 
attached to them of being peddlers, 
money lenders, etc., stating that at 
least seventy per cent of the people are 
mechanics, and agricultural laborers, 
and comprise in the aggregate the most 
intelligent, industrious, and Jaw abid- 
ing portion of the Russian subjects, 
and that the mad fury of the Slavonic 
pulation was prompted solely by 
jealousy of the thrift, intelligence and 
consequent. prosperity of the Jews. 
An emphatic’ protest should be for- 
warded to the Russian Government 
against its toleration of this foul blot 
on civilization, and demand that a 
repetition of such outrages be rendered 
an impossibility hereafter.

THE LENTEN SEASON. 


Father Mora Issues lmstractions 
aad Rules fer Government. 


The following has been issued in the 

form of a circular by Father Mora: 
Pe the faithful who have acéomplished 
Ast year of age are obliged to ob- 
serve the season of fast from Ash Wednes- 
day to Holy Saturday, inclusive, Sundays 
excepted, and on the Ember days, and on 
the vigils of the Feasts of the Assumption 
of the blessed Virgin, unless on account of 
sickness, old age or hard labor. - 

Fast, strictly-speaking, consists in tak- 
ing only one full refection or meal during 
the twenty-four hours of the day. 

By virtue of faculties received from the 
Holy Father, first: we dispense with the 
abstinence and allow the use of flesh meat, 
but only at the principal refection or 
dinner, on all days during Lent except on 
Wednesdays and Fridays, Saturday on 
Ember days and the last four days of Holy 
Week; second, we permit the use of eggs 
and milk in any form at the principal re- 
fection or dinner, on all fast days,whether 
in or out of Lent, except only on Good 
Friday. 

At night a light collation is allowed, 
which, however, must not exceed one- 
fourth of a regular supper, nor can it be 
of substantial food, such as flesh meat, 
eggs, or even fish. We permit the use of 
butter or cheese in a small quantity—of 
some milk to season the tea or coffee, and 
also of small fish such agsardines. 

Persons who are not bound to fast, or 
are dispensed with by reason of hard labor, 
old age, etc., or because of being under 21 
years, are not dispensed with the duty of 
abstaining from flesh meat, out of the days 
in which it is allowed by dispensation, un- 
less it be for reason of infirmity or delicate 
constitution, but there is no restriction for 
them with regard to the use of eggs and 
milk, or things made or prepared with 
them. Persons who entertain any doubt 
whether they are gr are not obliged to fast 
or to abstain from flesh meat, for the se- 
curity of their conscience ought to consult 
their respective pastors, who, finding suf- 
ficient reason, are authorized to dispense 
them during the existence of the cause.

A RELIC OF THE LAST CENTURY. 


Fighting the Battles of the Revolution—How 
the News of Lord Cornwallis’ Sur- . 
render was Received. 


Mr. D. F. Hall, of the Monte, has shown 
us a copy of the Newport, Rhode Island, 
Mercury, as it appeared October 27th,1781, 


twenty years) and a copy of the same 
journal of January 24th, 1882. The paper, 
although almost a century and a quarter 
old, is one of the liveliest and spiciest of 
sheets. The early number shown uf has a 
lengthy account of the battle of Eutaw 
Springs,, between the revolutionary forces 
and the British troops, occupying nearly 
four columns of the paper. It also con- 
tains the news of the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis and his army, which we give 
verbatim: 
Newport, October 27. 


Laft Wednefday Afternoon arrived in 
this Harbour, Captain Lower, of the 
Schooner Adventure, from York River, in 
Chefapeake Bay (which left the 20th In- 
ftant) and brought us the glorious News 
of the Surrender of Lord Cornwallis and 
his Army Prifoners of War, to the allied 
Army under the command of our illuf- 
trious General, and the French Fleet un- 
der the command of his Excellency the 
Count de Graffe. 

A Ceffation of Arms took. place on 
Thurfday the 18th Inftant, in Confequence 
of Propofals from Lord Cornwallis for a 
Capitulation.
